At the Thirty-first Annual Meeting of Tue American Numismatic AND ARCHAOLOGICAL 
Society, held on the 16th of March, 1891, a motion was adopted by which the undersigned were 
appointed a committee to solicit subscriptions to purchase a house for the use of the Society in an 
accessible part of the city at a cost not to exceed $50,000. 


We beg leave to call your attention to the fact that the pursuits of Numismatics and Archzology 
in this country date back to the dark days of the American Revolution, for it is a matter of record that 
there lived in Philadelphia at that time a Swiss named Du Simetiére, who was a collector of coins 
and medals, and similar objects of interest, and the results of his zeal and knowledge are among the 
choicest treasures of the Pennsylvania Historical Society. 

The inauguration of the National Government taking place in 1789, the establishment of the 
United States Mint at Philadelphia soon followed, and the results of the skill and devotion of those 
connected with its management do honor to their patriotic efforts to uplift and magnify their country 
in the fine arts, which we all know were so sadly neglected in those early days. For the first half of 
this century the development of the interest in Numismatics was very gradual until 1857, when it 


became greatly increased at that time by the cessation of the coinage of the old-fashioned 
copper cent. 


In 1858 this Society was organized, but the war coming on in 1861, it was not till 1865, when 
peace had returned to our distracted country, that it was incorporated, and then came a period of 
financial excitement and depression, to be followed by a return of prosperity, and during all this 
period the Society kept up its organization, holding regular meetings, adding to its possessions, until 
at the present time we have a cabinet of ten thousand coins and medals, many of extreme rarity, and 
a library of four thousand volumes and pamphlets, the most complete Numismatic collection in 
America, In addition to this we have ten cases of fac-similes of ancient coins and medals from the 
British Museum, which have served as an inspiration to the student, whether of art or history. 

Another department of our Society is that oh Archeology, which we have been prevented 
from developing in a manner which the interest in the subject demands from lack of room. 

From the above it is manifest that this Society has filled an influential sphere in the commu- 
nity, which can be greatly increased by enlarged facilities. 

We now appeal to our friends for aid in securing funds to enable us to obtain a building of a 
size sufficient for the wants of the Society.
